Powers.

ALBANY, N. Y, Dec. 31—On his 
last day as governor of New York, 
President-elect 
Roosevelt

commentary on last summer's m e 
morable hearing for the removal of 
James J. W alker ae mayor of New 
York, explaining that he hoped to 
set a precedent for future executive 
action in ouster proceedings. 
Walker resigned during the trial, 
whlct was on "conclusions” regard 
ing bis alleged malfeasance in of 
flee, reached by Samuel Seabury as 
counsel for a legislative committee 
investigating New York City’* af­ 
fairs. 
Quoting from legal opinions w rit­ 
ten by former Governors Samuel J. 
Tilden, 
Grover 
Cleveland 
and 
Charles Evans Hughes, Governor 
Roosevelt upheld the removal pow­ 
ers vested in the governor under 
state law, and commented tartly on 
tbe claim of Walker's lawyers that 
charges 
based on acts committed 
during 
a 
prior 
term were sot 
grounds for removal. 
Ha devoted five pegcs of bis 
bulky document to criticism of an 
opinion written by Supreme Court 
Justice Mi* J. Staley or Albany, 
who beard several defense motion*, 
one of which was to restrain tbe 
governor 
from 
acting. 
Justice 
Staley upheld tbe governor’s pow­ 
ers of removal, but commented un 
favorably on Mr. Roosevelt’s con 
duct or the trial. Governor Roose­ 
velt was the Democratic presiden­

ODAY, let us see Jesus as He entered Jerusalem. Enroute He had tar­ 
ried—spending some time in the home of Zacchaeus whom He had 
observed to be a thrifty fellow but one who had by unfair dealings, 
enriched himself. He heard the confession of Zacchaeus who was 
ready to make restitution. 


Now we see the Saviour as He journeyed on into Jerusalem where He found 
His own people pursuing a course similar to that of Zacchaeus. Even as He 
entered the temple, He discovered it had been converted into a market house. 
And it was upon that occasion we see Jesus dealing harshly. 
The scriptures 
tell us that "Jesu* made a scourge of small cords and drove them all out of the 
temple.” 


Conceding that our Saviour was provoked upon that occasion, it is hardly 
likely that He would be pleased with such a plan of merchandising. They may 
have been selling at a fair price, but inasmuch as they had for sale, such ar­ 
ticles as were being offered up for sacrifice in the temple, it was wholly in vio­ 
lation of the spirit and purpose of the custom of offering sacrifice. 


But Jesus was not only moved to the use of the lash. So grieved was the 
Saviour when He observed conditions in general, that He wept over Jerusalem, 
and why should we believe that He would not deal with us, should He visit our 
city today, even as He dealt with Jerusalem? 
Luke 19:1-46.
